Maliken inq'ired whether he was to be 
understood as haying nshed the members to 
vote for the relut of Porter us an act of 
concillahou by lis confederate frends lË 
asked on that ground, he would vote for 
rehe f 

Woolford rephed that he rshed 1p ou the 
highest grounds ever presented He de 
wanded it as an act of justice toa longs 
ipjured man, (Applause on the Democratic 
side) 

Woolford passed on to rvw the case 
and was trequently applauded by members 
whe collected ground him in the centie of 
the aisle, but bis remuihs ab times were s0 
low as to be inaudible 

Caulking began the acument on the oppo 
s.lion by the statement that le knew there 
wis Lo doubt sbout its pussage The book 
was to be opened whero the page was turned

plause on the Republican side) This meas- 
ure ought to be called vindication but he 
dened it) Morethan four milion voters of 
the country would deny it, Speaking of 
the Grant letter, he said he knew Giant 
well, be had received Jus ealy military ex- 
peitence under that leader He honored 
aod loved Grant for a brave soldier, but 
when that soldier came out 1n favor of this 
bill he could only say none of his officers 
ever daed to disobey a like order of his 
(Applause on the R pubhean side) Mem- 
bers were asked by bis bill to say, in the 
language from the geutleman from New 
York (Slocum), that Abrabam Lincoln, Ed- 
win M Stanton and Gen. Halleck, had cou 
spired together to oganize a court to con- 
viet Fitz John Porter, and the gentleman 
undertook to attack Wm.

The House was asked to 
write where James A. Garfield 23 years ngo 
wrote “Quilty,” the words “Not Guilty,” 
to march over,the sacred dust of Abraham 
Lincoln, and where he wrote Approved,” 
to write the word ‘‘Reversed ” The House 
might write theso words if it desired, but 
the people would reverse its writing and 
Bpry upon it and spurn “it, -(Applause on 
the Republican side ) 

Phelps spoke in favor of the bill, and in 
regard to Gon Garfield's connection with 
the matter read a joint resolution introduced 
by him for the appointmont of a bogrd of

das and Arnold, place him by the side of 
thoge who fought with him, who loved and 
honored hım Place him by the side of 


Sykes, Terry, Schofield and Grant” (Ap- 
plause from the Democratic sde)

Frighttul Gasoline Explosion. 


ALLIANCL, Ohio, February 1 —A fright 
ful gasolive explosion occurred in F N 
O's stove aud tin store, demolishing the 
building and burying m the ruins an un 
known number of people Four persons 
have been evtricated and four more rre 
known to have been made Men are at 
work trying to rescue them it possible The 
store isin a large new brick block im the 
middle of the town It 19 rumored that a 
child turned the spigot of a gasoline tank 
and the gas escuping was ignited by the fire 
in the stove Several people in the store 
and two families who lived on the second 
and third floors, besides those engulfed in 
the debris, were more or less seriously 1n- 
jured, Tho force of the explosion wrenched 
gnd broke windows 1n other burldings dia 
tent an entire equne The damage 1s esti- 
mated at $70,000 Further paruculars later} 

In a few moments the flames arose from 
the ruins and the fire alarm was sounded, 
Such excitement prevailed that tho tre 
gained so much headway as to nearly con- 
sume the ruins, nud burned two houses ba 
fore ıt was got under control In the mean 
while the scene was barrowing jn the ca- 
treme, It was known that sx or more peo 
ple were killed or were then imprisoned in 
the wreck aud would perish by the fire 
Men, women and children were crowded 
together, barcheaded, and wringing their 
hands, [elatives of the inmates of the 
buildings destroyed wandered about in 
hopeless dispair at their inalahty to saye the 
unfortunates, F M, Orr and Dimer On, 
lus son, Mrs, Horner ighland and ber 
daughter, Mrs Frank vans, and two 
children, aged 2 and 4 months, were known 
to have been in the buildings at the umc of 
the explosion These all perished The 
women avd children were 10 the second and 
third storica, and were supposed to have 
been killed by the falling walls, Mr Orr 
and son were both spoken to while confined 
under the debris, but were burned to death 
These bodies were all recovered at 
10 o'clock, and were sọ crushed 
or charred as to be hardly recogmzable 
The ouly person in one bulding known to 
have escaped was Frank Evans, whose wife 
and children perished. Besides those killed 
the sorte have brokcn hmbs or are cut 
and brussed by flying bucks Robert 
Joyce, Frank Evans, Frank Fries, J. D 
Lewis, Jerry Miller, Maggie Miller, and 
Join Baker, The explosion was caused 
from the fumes of gasoline, A. child of Mr, 
Orr turned the faucet in the barrel and the 
fud ran out on the floor, Mr Orr was 
mopping ıt up when the gas arising there 
from ignited from the gaslight John Curry 
and Charles Il, Hayden, of Duprez & Bene 
dict’s minstrels were blown out of Orr's 
store through a plate glass window and car- 
ried clear across the street, where they wero 
picked up, badly injured, and carried to the 
hotel, but will recover The damage 16 es-

No fact is more generally recognized 
among the workers of this busy age than 
the power of Association; and hence every 
department of business and every work of 
progress aud reform, has its Association or 
Guild, These Guilds are eminently con- 
seryative of the gond, and powerful ın the 
eradication of the evil in the business or pro- 
fession they represent They aot only shape

Every newspaper-man in Montana, will 
doubtless admit the truth of these general 
propositions, as appled to other depart 
ments of business, and professions Boards 
of Trade, Merchants’ Eachanges, Bar As

Nearly all the States have Press Associa 
tions, and in some they have béen greatly 
beneficial They have improved the tone 
and character, and increased the influence 
and power of the papeis, and, whats not 
the least good, they have promoted the 
friendship and fraternal bearing of their 
conductors 

We therefore propose thé formation of a 
Montana Press Association at no distant 
day Why may not the Journalists now 1n 
the city call a meeting for consultation?

bels, and the list of subjects includes every 
thing of value that finds 1ls way into the 
columns of the press, Bulletin boards are 
coyercd daily with the best clippings from 
the latest papers, arranged under the leading 
heads of current topics The classification 
and preservatiou of the best articles on 
economic, social and political topics are not 
only valuable for the coming student, 
but are useful to the student of to day 
How often does some one wish he had saved 
the report of some important political dis 
cussion, 4 mayor’s message, 2 department 
report, divorce statistics and those many 
facts and illustrations that he could work 
into the warp and woof of his student's 
tasks, 1f he but had them at hand! It 1s 
ile to disparage the daily press, it 13 worse 
than idle to sneer at present politics The 
best energies of our time are revealed in the 
newspaper and 1m political discussion ”

CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION, 
‘ aes 


Friday, Fobruary 1-Files Relating to 
Industrial Resources and Com« 
merce, and Judicial Matters 
Disposed of, 


MORNING SESSION, 


Pemberton, from Committee of the 
Whole, reported back General File No, 16, 
as amended, recommending its adoption ’ 

Proctor moved to strike out section 28, 
Lost, 

Hunt moved to amend section 38 so as to 
make ıt the duty of the Legislature to pro 
vide for the compensation of officers not 
otherwise provided forin the constitution, 
Adopted 

It was moved by McCormick that the 
whole be referred to the Committee on En 
grossment, 

The convention then went mto Commit- 
tee of the Whole for consideration of Gen 
eral File No 17, on imdustrial resources 
and commerce, with Smith i the chair. 

Section 1, which provides for a bureau 
of industrial resources, under the manage- 
ment of a commussioner, and provides for 
the election of the commissioner, and makes 
his term four years ın length, except as oth 
er wise provided by the constitution, was 
adopted, 

Section 2 as adopted makes the duties of 
the commissioner such as may be provided 
by law 

Section 8 as adopted reads as follows It 
shall be the duty of the General Assembly, 
at its first session aftcr the admission of the 
State of Montana into the Union, to pass 
such laws and regulations ag may be neces 
sary for the government, support and pro- 
tection of the bureau, and also to fix and 
provide for the compensation of the com 
migsioner, and prescribe his duties, 

Section 4 was adopted as follows, This 
bureau shall be located at the capital of the 
State, 

5 Section 5, providing for the filling of a 
vacancy ın the office of commissioner, was 
stricken out 

Section 6, on commerce, was stricken out 

General File 17, as amended, was then 
adopted 

Smith reported back to the convention 
that the Committee of the Whole had con- 
sidered Gereral File No 17, and asked fur- 
ther ime to report Granted 

The Convention then went into Com 
mittee of the Whole for the consideration of 
General File No. 18, Judicial Department, 
Langhorne in the chair 

Burleigh moved thatthe report of the 
committee on General File No 18 be read, 
as there was both a majority and a minority 
report Adopted 

The File was then read, after which the 
Convention took a recess untul 2 p m 

AFTERNOON SESSION 

The convention went into Committee of 
the Whole for consideration of General File 
No 18, on Judicial Department 

Section 1 was tahen up. Burleigh moved 
to amend by substituting section 1 of the 
minority report for the same section 1n the 
majority report. 

Section 1 as submitted by the majority 
reads as follows Thejudicial powers of the 
State as to matters of law and equity, ex- 
cept as in this constitution otherwise pro- 
wded, shall be vested in a Supreme Court, 
district, circuit, county courts, justices (of 
the peace) courts, and such other courts as 
may by law be created for cities and incor- 
porated towns But the legislature may 
provide for the abolition of county courts 
and the transfer of their probate and other 
jurisdiction to district courts, and in such 
case may provide that such district courts 
shall be always open for the transaction of 
business, except on legal holidays and non 


judicial days 
The same section, in the minority report, 


provides that “The judicial power of the 
State shall be vested in the Senate, sitting 
as a Court of Impeachment, 1n the Supreme 
Court, superiof Courts, Justice’s (of the 
peace) Courts, and such inferior courts as 
the Legislatnre may establish m any incor- 
porated city or town.” 

Burleigh supported hig amendment in 8 
vigorous speech. Dixon opposed it 

Proctor, with a few remarks, favored the 
amendment, 

Snuth spoke against 1t. 

Toole also opposed the amendment, on 
the ground that 1 was a mere experiment 

Callaway opposed the amendment, be- 
Heving that if the provision were proper the 
majority report made it easy after we bo- 
came a State to adopt the superior court 
system, as the Legislature would have the 
power to abolish the county courts 

Wedges also spoke against substituting a 
comparatively untried principle for one 
which has been in operation so long and 
with so much satisfaction, 

Waterbury said he did not believe in 
swapping horses while crossing the river, 
and hence opposed the amendment and 
would vote against it, . 

Proctor smd the principle involved in the 
majority report had been tried for several 
years in the State of California, but they 
finally changed their constitution so as to 
embody the principle of Superior courts. | 

Haunt believed the principle of the Supe- 
ror court system was a good one, but was 
not applicable to_our circumstances, refer_ 
nog to his own county, Choteau, and other 
aparsely settled counties, as cases in which 
it would work hardships 

A vote was then taken on Burleigh’s 
amendment, which resulted in the defeat of 
the same, 

Tho committee then ‘arose, the Presi 
dent again took tha chair, and the conven- 
tion adjourned until 7 o'clock p. m. 

EVENING SESSION, 

The Convention went into Committes of 

the Whole for further consideration of Gen- 


eral file No. 18, 
Stephens moved to amend section 18, 


Motion lost, The section was then adopted 
as read, 

Sections from 2 to 8 were adopted with- 
out debate. 

Section 2 provides that the Supreme 
Court shall have appellate jurisdition only, 
and shall have a superintending control 
over all inferior courts, + 

Section 8 gives said Court or any Judge 
thereof power to issue certain writs, with 
authority to hear and determine the same, 

Section 4 At least two terms of the Su- 
preme Court shall be held cach year at the 
seat of government, 

Section 6, The Supreme Court shall con- 
sist of three Judges, a majority of whom 
shall be necessary to form a quorum or pro 
nounce a decision; but one or more of said 
judges may adjourn the Court from day to 
day, and the Legislature shall have the 
power to increase the number of such 
judges to not less nor more than five 

Section6, The Judges of the Supreme 
Court shall be elected by the electors of the 
State at large, as hereinafter provided 

Section? The term of office of the Judges

Section 9 was adopted as reaa, and pro- 
yides that there shall bea Clerk of the Su- 
preme Court, who shall be elected by the 
people, whose compensation and duties 
shall be preseribed by law, $ 

Section 10 provides that to be eligible to 
the office of the Supreme Court, a person 
must have been admitted to the practice 
of law in the Supreme Court of the State of 
Montana He must be at least thirty years 
of age and å citizen of the United States, 
and must have resided in the State at least 
two years next preceding his election 

Sections from 11 to 17 inclusive, 1eter to 
District Courts, and were adopted ag read 

Section 11 defines the jurisdiction of the 
district courts 

*Bection 12 provides that the State shali 
be divided into judicial aistricts, ın each of 
which a judge shall be elected to pre- 
side over the same, and whose term of of- 
fice shall be four years, eacept as otherwise 
provided in the constitution 

Section 13 1s as follows 

Until otherwise provided by Jaw, said 
districts shall be four in number, and con- 
stituted as follows’ 

First District—The counties of Beaver- 
head, Madison, Gallatin and Jefferson 

Second District—The counties of Mis- 
soula, Deer Lodge and Silver Bow 

Third District—The counties of Lewis 
and Clarke, Choteau and Meagher. 

Fourth District--The counties of Custer, 
Dawson and Yellowstone, 

Section 14 provides that the Legislature 
may, by a two thirds vote, increase the 
number of judicial districts 

Section 15, Writs of error and appeals may 
be allowed from the decisions ef the said 
district courts to the supreme court, under 
such regulations a3 may be prescribed by 
law 

Section 16 No person shall be eligible to 
the office of judge of the district court un- 
less he be at least twenty-five years of age 
and a citizen of the United States, and shall 
have been admitted to practice law ia the 
supreme cout of the state of Montana, nor 
unless he shall have resided in this state at 
least two years next preceding his election, 
and at the time of his election be a resident 
of the district for which he is elected 

Section 17 refers to the ume of holding 
the district courts 

Section 18 provides for x clerk of the 
district court, leaving lis election to the 
people, and his duties and compensation to 
be provided by law 

Section 19 as found on the file read as fol- 
lows 

Section 19, The Legislature shall pro 
vide for the election of a Prosecuting Attor 
ney for the'several judicial districts or coun- 
ties of the State, nud prescribe Ins duties 
and fix ly compensation, and such Prose 
cuung Attorney shall possess all the quali- 
fications required of judges of the district 
courts, except that they necd not be more 
than twenty one years of age; and their 
term of office, except as otherwise provided 

in this constitution, shall be two years; but 
until otherwise provided by law there shall 
be a district attorney elected for each judi- 
cial district by the electors of the several 
districts of the State, 

This section was so amended that county 
attorneys were substituted for district 
attorneys, ech county to have is 
own prosecuting attorney, whose salary 18 
to be paid by the county, The section was 
then adopted and the convention adjourned 
until 10a m. to day

permit to go through the lincs inscarch of 
hm, and without waihng to say her farewell 
tọ anybody, crossed the Potomac into the 
enemy’s country Arrived at Richmond, 
she went to headquarters for the papers no 
cessairy tc admit her to the prison The 
officer in charge demurred, but fixing her 
great gray eyes upon him, she ordered him 
to give hera pasa and let her go at once, 
The astonished Virginian complied, for 
who amoug them ever gainssid a 
lady? and she found herself gtanding 
in the gloomy, unsavory stricture, red¢eln¢ 
of the waste smell of bygone tobacco (it was 
a tobacco warchouse before the war), and 
already dark with the shadow of woe and 
misery that made ita prisoners uncessingly 


to say at night, Would God the an were 
here,” An sey at dawn, “Would God the

Che sentry gave her in charge of a war- 
den, and him she followed up flight after 
flight of steps until he stopped before a door 
which he flang open.

AN this required courage, for sdme of the 
wounds were putrid, and filled with that

Saturday, February 2--The Day Con- 
sumed in Discussing and Amending 
the File in Reterence to the ‘ 
Judiciary. 


MORNING SESSION, 

Smith, from Committee of the Whole, re- 
ported General File No, 17 back to the Con 
vention, and recommended its adoption as 
amended. Fergus offered a substitute as 
follows for General File No, 17; 

fection 1, A Bureau of Industrial Re 
sources, to be located at the capital of the 
State, shall be established, which shall be 
under the management of a commissioner, 
who shall be elected at tho first general 
election, and hold his office for the term of 
four years, except as otherwise provided in 
this Constitution, 

Section 2, The Commissioner of Indus 
tria) Resources shall perform such duties and 
receive such compensation as may be pre 
scribed by law, and it,shall be the duty of 
the Legisiaturaat.1ts. firat scasion tayypre 
scribe such duties and compensation and to 
pasa such laws as may be necessary fori the 
government, regulation, and support of such 
bureau 

The substitute was accepted, and the File 
was referred to the Committee on Hngross- 
ments 

The Convention then wentinto Commit 
tee of the Whole for further consideration 
of General File No 18, beginning with sec 
tlon 19. 

Callaway offered the following substitute 
Strike out section 19 and substitute as fol 
lows 

The first Legislative Assembly that shall 
be beld wnder ths constitution shall pro 
vide for the election of one State Attorney 
for each organized county of this State, ex 
cept a county shall be attached to another

Section 20, on County Courts, was neat 
taken up, and adopted This section reads

There shall be clected in each organized 
county a County Judge, who shall be Judge 
of the County Court of smd County, whose 
term of office shall be two years, except as 
otherwise provided in this constitution His 
salary and duties, except as otherwise pro- 
vided in thig conétatuuion, shall be as pro 
vided by law. but nothing in ths constitu-

The discussion of section 22 was resumed, 
and after adopting an amendment to the 
game making the limit of jurisdiction one 
thousand dollars instead of five hundred, 
the section was adopted 

Section 23, a3 adopted, provides that the 
Legislature shall divide the counties into 
townships Italso provides for justices of 
the peace, gtor their @ection, term of office, 
and ther jurisdiction, 

Section 24, as adopted, prohibits the 
county and justice’s courts fiom having jur- 
isdiction in certain cages. / 

-Section 25 was adopted as read, and 19 as 
follows, 

County and justice's courts shall always 
be open for the transaction of business, cx 
cept on legal holidays and non-judicial 
days i 

Section 20 was adopted after being amend- 
ed to read as follows 

Appeals shall be allowed from county and 
justices’ courts, in all cases to the district 
courts in such a manner as the Legislature 
may prescribe by law. 

Section 27, as adopted, gives the Legisla 
ture thë privilege of providing for polico 
and municipal courts, 

Sections from 28 to 88 inclusive’ were 
adopted substantially as read, and are as 
follows, ; 

Section 28 -—Tho supreme, district, and 
county courts shall be courts of record 

Section 20,—-Until otherwise provided by 
law, the Judeas of the supreme and district 
courts shall "hx the time of holding the 
terms of their respectiye courts 

Section 30 provides that all laws relating 
to courts shall be general and of uniform 
operation throughout the State 

Section 81 The style of all processes 
shallbe “The State of Montana,” ond all 
prosecutions shall be conducted in the name 
and by the authority of the same. + 

Section 82, Thore shall be but one form 
of civil actions, and laws and equity may 
be administered in the same action 
. Section 88, The Legislative Assembly may 
provide for the election of all judicial offi 
cots at a time different from the colection of 
other officers, 

Section M was adopted as read, and leaves 
the salaries of the judges of the different 
courts to be fixed by law, consistent with 
the constitution, and provides that no judge 
shall recelve any other emoluments or per- 
quisites, than his salary, oxcept in the case 
of the judges of the County Courts, who 
may receive foes under the Jaws of the 

Section 85. No judge of the Supreme, 


District, or County Courts shall act or prac- 
tice as an attorney or counsellor at law in 
any of the courts of this State during his 
continuance in office. 


Adopted as read 

Section 86 makes it the duty of theSu 
preme Court to appoint one reporter of ita 
decisions, His compensation shall bo pro 
vided for by law, and he shall hold hia 
office fo fonr years, The Legislative As- 
sombly suall provide for the speedy pudlica- 
tion of all decisions and opinions of the Su 
prome Court Adopted in full, 

Sections 87, 38, 39, 40 and 41 were adopted 
‘as follows" 


Section 37, dudes of the Supreme and 
district courts shall receive such salaries, 
payable quarterly by tho State, as may be 
prescribed by law, County judges shall re 
ceiye guch salary, payabla by the several 
counties, as may be provided by law But 
no salary of any judicial officer shall be in 
creased or diminished, during his continu- 
ance 1n hisofiice. Until otherwise provided 
by law, the annual salanes of said judges 
shall be as follows. The judges of the Su- 
preme court, thirty-six hundred dollars each, 
the judges of the district court, thirty hun 
dred dollars each, the county judges of 
Madison, Beaverhead, Missoula, Choteau, 
Meagher, Yellowstone, Dawson and Jeffer- 
son counties, twelve hundred dollars each, 
Deer Lodge and Custer, fourteen hundred 
dollars each; Lewis and Clarke, Silver Bow 
and Gallatin countics, eighteen hundred 
dollars cach, 

Section 88, All officers provided for in 
this article (excepting judges of the Supreme 
court, who shall reside within the State) 
shall respectively reside during their term of 
oflice, in the district, county, township, pre 
einct, city, orgtown for which they may be 
elected or appointed 

Section 89 provides for the filling of va 
cancieg in the different court offices 

Bection 40 No supreme, district, or 
county judge shall hold any other office 
than the one to which he shall haye been 
elected or appomnted, except as provided 10 
this constitution 

Section 41 A cause in the district court 
may be tried by a judge pro tempore, who 
must be a member of the bar agreed upon 
In writing by the parties htigant, or 
then attorneys of record, approved by the 
court, and sworn to try the cause, and 1n 
such case, any order, judgment, or decree, 
made or rendered therein by such judge pro 
tempore, shall have the same force snd 
effect as 1f made or rendered by the court, 
with the regular judge presiding, 

The convention then adjourned until 10 
a m Monday.

It 18 generally conceded that manufactur- 
ing is the most important essential te the 
growth of a city Manufacturing gives em- 
ployment to population, and population 
makes a city, Itis immaterial 10 what the 
manufacturiag consists, whether it be to 
convert ores into ailver bars, wool into 
cloths, or hides into leather Ifthe manu- 
facturing finds a home market, and at the 
same time gives employment to labor, ıt 
aids largely in building up acity, both by 
developing trade and supporting a surplus 
population Jta great flouring mulls 
and extensive lumber manufactories have 
made Minneapolis a great city within a very 
few years, and if Helena aspires to remain 
the metropolis of Montana her cititzens 
should embark their surplus capital at once 
in manufacturing e 

Just now there 14 a growing demand all 
over Montana for the latest improved roller 
process flouung mil Our farmers find 
their wheat a drug in the market simply be- 
cause they have no means to convert it into 
merchantable flour, The states flour 1s gen- 
erally preferred to Montana flour, for the 
sole reason that eastern milla are superior 
to those of Montana Helena has abundant 
surplus capital and it should be invested ac 
once 10 a first «lads new process gist mill 
It 1g blind folly to go on building houses on 
speculation, unless we do something to- 
wards developing industries which will fill 
them,with a permanent population Such a 
mill would tend to make Holeng the wheat 
depot of Montana, and draw to it the trade 
of the farming classes These thoughts are 
suggested by the following letter, which ox-

UNSATISFIED JUDGMENTS 


Tho Records of the District Court of 
Lewis and Clarke County Show Old 
fIJidgmentsto the Amount oia 
alr Mion Dollars Still 
Unsatisfied. 


Parties who have occasion to furnish an 
abstract of their titles ın order to satisly pur- 
chasers that no cloud rests upon their es- 
tates, are very likely to be considerably 
amazed at finding many unsatisfied judg- 
ments still standing arainst them upon the 


records of our district court. Near- 
ly al — buginess men ım the 
course of a decade or so, will have 


more or less huigahon At the conclusion 
of u lawsuit there 13 usually a judgement in 
favor of one party or the other, and'after 
judgment comes the execution and settle- 
ment Thisis supposed to be the end, and 
certainly ought to be. But the records of 
our District Court fail to show 10 the ma- 
jority of 1ustances that there has been s set- 
tlement, and fortunate is the man who has 
a clear record: Itis estimated that the un- 


satisfied judgments upon the rec- 
ords of our District Court would 
amount altogether to something over 
a half muilhon of dolares, These 


judgments are against many of the best men 
in the county, and doubtless have long since 
been pad But as is usual with solvent 
parties the money is paid before waiting for 
execution to issue, and the result is that 
there is no sheriff's return to show satisfac- 
tion. Usuallyfauch parties settle up out of 
court, taking receipts in full of judgment 
and costs, and although the costs are paid 
to the clerk the judgment remains unsatis- 
fled. Ina year or two the clerk forgets that 
his costs have been paid, and when for any 
reason the judgment debtor desires to clear 
the record of the judgment against his estate, 
he finds ıt a very difficult matter to accom- 
plish. 

Col. Beattie, the clerk, justifies himself 
for not entering judgments satisfied under 
nection 209 of the Revised Statutes, page 
96, which reads as follows. 

“Section 209 —Satisfaction of a jrdginent 
may be entered in the clerk’s docket upon 
the execution being returned satisfied or 
upon an acknowledgemeht of satisfaction 
filed with the olerk made im the manner of 
an acknowledgement of a conveyance of 
real property by the judgment creditor or 
by hia endorsement on the face or on the 
margin of the record of the judgment, or by 
the attorney unless a revocation of his au- 
thority is filed Whenever a judgment is 
satisficd in fact otherwise than by an ex- 
ecution, the party or attorney must give 
suoh acknowledgement make such en- 
dorsement and upan motion the court may 
compel it or may order the eutry of satisfac 
tion to be made without it,” 

It will be seonyfrom this law, that whenever 
a judgment is paid, areceipt against,it is 
not sufficient unless it acknowledged as a 
deed or other conveyance and filed with the 


clerk, or unless the creditor or bis attorney 
goes to the clerk’s office and enters satisfac- 
tion upon the margin of the judgment, 
Those who have had buelness in court and 
who havo had judgments entered againat 
them within the past ten years, would do 
well to look into the matter and see that the 
record shows satisfaction, Otherwise, they 
are liable to have trouble when they’ least 
expect it,

DEPARTMENT or THE ĪNTERIOR, 
WASHINGTON, Qot, 15, 1883, 

Bin In addition to the written inetruc- 
tions issued me by the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office under date of August 
t 8, 1893, T was verbally directed by the then 
! acting Secretary of the Internor (Hon M 

L Joslyn) to vistt the Yellowstone National 
Park, while en route west, and, without dis 
closing wy offictal connection with the De- 
partment, to make careful inquiries regard- 
ing the management of the Park, and to as 
certain whether the :natructions of the Sec 
retary of the Interior an regard to the care 
ful preservation of the Park were bemg 
properly carried out 
In compliance with these mstrucuons I 
visited the National Park, spending à num- 
t ber of days there, inyestigating, as far as 
lay within my power, the matter confided 
to me, avathnog myself af every source of 
information to obtain a careful knowledge 
of the actual condition of affairs 
f The intention of Congress in reserving 
and withdrawing from settlement the land 
embraced within the mits of the Park, and 
the dedicatioa of the same as a public park 
or pleasure ground for the benefit and en- 
joyment of the people, was, that the natural 
curiosities or wonders within the Park 
: should be preserved ın their natural coundi- 
tion, aud that the wild game should be pro 
tected from wanton destruction Subse 
quent legislation authorizing the appoimt 
: ment of a supenntendent and a number of 
assistants, and the structions issued by 
i the Secretary of the Interior to these officers, 
) but emphasized the expressed twill of Con- 
gress, to preserve the remarkable curlositics 
within the Park from the bands of vandals 

At the very outset of my investigations 
the fact became apparent that the present 
superintendent of the Park, Mr P. H Con 
ger, has either failed to comprehend the 1m- 
portance of the duties of his office, as set 
forth in the instructions of the Department, 
or has intentionally disregarded the same, 
as the evidence 1s cicur and conclusive that 
they have been tlagrantly violated, not once, 
but almost: connuuously After completing 
my tour of ousetvation through the Park, 
and ascertaining tbe character of Superin 
tendent Conger’s administration of the du- 
ues intrusted to him, Iwas forced to the 
conclusion that he has never attempted to 
execute some of the most important instruc- 
tions of the Department 

Under date of January 15 18583, the hon 
: orable Secretary of the Interior gave Buper- 

intendent Copger additional instructions in 
regard to hilllog game within the Park aud 
directing him to ste “‘thatall persons com- 
+ og within the himitg of the Park are noti- 

. fied so far as possible, of these regulations, 
N and that they observe the same ” 

This order was clear and positive, and 

< admıtted of no doubtful construction Su- 

rintendent Conger wes notified that the 

* Internor Department hed prohibited abso 

lutely the killing, wounding, or capturing 

at any time of nny buffalo, bison, moose, 

elk, deer, mountain sheep, and other game 

which abounded 10 the Park, and that he 

was Charged with the duty of secing that 
this order was observed, 

As the result of careful inquires I became 

A satisfied that the superintendent has made 

no attempt to obey these instructions, but 

has shut his eyes to the fact that hunting 

' has been going on openly during tbe past 

summer within the Park, and that hunters 

l have been employed to go into the moun- 

tains remote from the roadways and bridle- 

paths, and kill elk and other game for the 

j hotel company to supply the hotel at the 

Mammoth Hot Springs aod the several 

camps under their charge Hunting parties 

from the States and from Europe enter the 

Park, employ guides and western hunters, 

and go of on hunting expeditions, without 

one word of remonstrance from the super- 
intendent or hig assistants, or in fact with- 
out being made aware that it 19 illegal to 
kill game within the limits of the Park, 

The killing of game has been carried on s0 

wantonly that 1t will take but a short time 

to entirely destroy the few four footed ani- 

mals that have escaped being shot down, 

, Buta few yenrs ago the Park was a favorite 

resort of moose, elk, mountaio sheep, and 

other wild animals, as Iwas informed by 

i alà guides and huntera; and had ihe instruc- 

tions of the Sccrëtarty of the Interior been 

faithfully carried out, the mountaing and 

valleys could not be traveled over as they 

can be to day without a wild animal of any 

kind being scen, There 1e nothing posted 

from one end of the Park to the other, 80 

far as I could see or learn, by which visitors 

' can acquire the knowledge that hunting 18 

not allowed within the Park. 

Immediate action should be taken looking 

_ to the preservation of such game as now re- 

mains, and I would recommend that in ad- 

dition to notices bemg conspicuously posted 

throughout the Park, that one of the assist- 

ant supenntendents be charged with the

ties on my part, and I regret to say thatthe 
further I enquired the more I learned that 
some of the assistant superintendents lave 
used their knowledge to obtain choice apec- 
imens to sell to visitor§ for good prices. 
Members of the United States Geological 
and Geographical partie informed me that 
it was within their knowledge that the as- 
sistant supermtendents had been engaged in 
this kind of business, and that im some cases 
their acts of vandalism were more outrage- 
ous than those perpetrated by visitors. It 
seems almost incredible that such a condi- 
tion of affairs should long continue without 
coming to the knowledge of the superin- 
tendent Whats every day talk among the 
guides, hunters, teamsters, and members of 
the geelogical and geographical surveying 
partics, ought not to escape very long the 
attention of a vigilant superintendent, As 
the result of my observations and inquiries, 
I am decidedly of the opinion that, taken as 
a whole, the Government has not the kind 
of men holding the position of assistant 
superintendents that it should have, The 
duties of the office require men possessing 
both judgment and nerve, men who have 
the physical courage to do their full duty ın 
the face of the rough element which is to be 
found 10 the Park, and which hag not been 
made tp realize that the regulations of the 
Interior Department for the government of 
the Park must be respected and oveerved 
In making selections of men to fill these po 
sitions, I think the interests of the Govern- 
ment should be subserved by taking those 
who have lived on the frontier and are ac- 
customed to bardships 

Ifound a great deal of dissatisfaction 
among visitora to the Park over the con 
struction placed upon a sentence embodied 
in a letter of Acting Secretary Joslyn, bear 
ing date of August 3, 1888, and which Su 
periotendent Conger had caused to be 
copied ond posted up at various points in 
the Park The sentence reads as follows 

‘Tn order that there may be no opportu. 
nity for extoriion or unfair dealing towards 
tourists by unauthorized persons, you will 
be careful to see that no person shall, with- 
in the limits of the Park, engage in the 
transportation of visitors, or in providing 
for or furnishing any accommadation or Ser 
vice whatever to them for compensation, or 
in any other business without authority i0 
writing first obtained fiom this Depart 
ment ” 

The construction placed upop this was, 
that no person could engage ı term outside 
the Park and use it to go through the Park, 
but to send 1l back upon enteriog the Park, 
and tahe such conveyances a3 tbe Park Im- 
provement Company were able to provide 
Iwasinformed thst three United States 
Senators desired to take a team aud drive 
into the Park from Bozeman, but were no 
tified that they could not do so, whereupon 
they telegraphed to Fort Elhs for an army 
ambulance, which being furnished, together 
with an escort, they were permitted to go 
through the Park Isubmuit that a wrong 
construction has been placed upon this or- 


der, and that the manifest intention was to 


prevent persons within the Jimits of the 
Park fiom eogagiag 10 the transportation of 
visitors without a permit, and not to pre- 
vent persons who might engage a team at 
one of the towns some distance from the 
Park, and desired to use it in going through 
the Park IfIammght m thie, l would 
recommend that a esl arate letter be 
sent to the superintendent so specific that he 
cannot misunderaltund it I deem it very 
important that ths matter may be speedily 
set right, as the letter has been severely criti 
cised, and Superintendent Conger, although 
urged fo do so, declined to call the satten- 
tion of the Department to the fact that the 
order was causing trouble aod much ill- 
feeling. 

Tn conclusion, permit me to say that, as 
the result of my investigation, I think the 
interests of the Government demand a more 
active, energetic, and competent superin- 
tendent than the present one. Mr Conger 


1s well advanced in years, aud while He 


might fill some positions satisfactorily, he 


does not, I am sausfied, combine the quelh- 


fications required to make an efficient super- 
Hus failure to enforce Ihe regu- 
lations of the Department are too serious to 
Jet go unnoticed.

The Guests of S. T. Hauser 
Take a Trip Over the New 
Railroad. 


They View the Reduction Works 
at Wickes and Inspect the 
New Concentrator, 


Thon Dine at Jofferson and Enkindle 
Their Eloquence with the Spark- 
ling Ohampague. 


The excursion tendered by Mr 8. T, 
Hauser to the members of the Constitutional 
Convention (for a trip ever the Helena and 
Jefferson County railroad, of which Mr 
Haueer 1s president) took place Sunday A 
special train, well equipped for the comfort 
and entertainment of the excursionists, left 
the Helena at 10 o'clock Sunday morning 
The party, in addition to Mr Hauser, was 
constituted as follows:

The run to Wickes was made in about an 
hour and a half, and was devoid of incident 
The rosd 181n excellent condition and so 
well ballasted that none of the jarring and

an hour or more was spent under the gui 
dance of Mr, Hauserand Mr Buskett (the 
manager) in examination of the works of 
the Helena Mining and Reduction Com- 

any At present only the 15 stamp mill 18 
in operation, 1t being at work on ore from 
the Alta All of the Bruckner and part of 
the reverberatory furnaces are also at work. 
The thirty ton smelting furnace, which has 
been undergoing some repairs, will be 
started up this week, It is intended to add, 
within a short time, two or three new 
smelting furnaces of the same capacity as 
that now in operation, which will bring the 
smelting capacity of the works up to over- 
one hundred tons per day. 

THE CONCENTRATING WORKS. 

At 1 o'clock the train was again boarded 
and the party were brought down to Cor- 
binville where the new concentrator is sit- 
uated This concentrator 1s a model It 
1s built upon the side of a steep bluff and 
consists of some six or, seven floors, each 
under ifs own roof and projecting some 
forty or fifty feet farther out from the bluff 
than thataboyeit&. The orein the condition 
in which it comes from the mine is brought 
into the building on the upper floor. Here 
it passes inte the first crusher It then de- 
scends to the next floor, where it is again 
crushed and the process of separating be 
gins—and so on down to the bottom floor, 
whore (the process of concentrating having 
been finished) it fs run out in small 
caré on to the “scales, and 
after weighing is loaded in box cars 
standing on the switch at the end of the con- 
centrator platform, Tho concentrating works 
are opersted by a 75 horse-power engino, 
and have a capacity of from 150 to 200 tons 
per day. The excursiomsts were shown 
through every depariment, and after spend- 
an hour in examining the admirable manner 
in which the works are_conatructed and op- 
erated, proceeded on their way to Jefferson 
City. 

Here the excaréionists debarked and pro- 
ceeded to the hotel, where a good substan- 
tial dinner had been provided by Mr. Haus- 
er for the refreshment of his guests. The 
repast was done full justice to, for the early 
start and the several hours consumed in in- 
specting the reduction and concentrating 
works had provided tha guests with excel- 
lent appetites. 

After the substantials were cleared away 
the popping of ohhmpagne corks announced 
the time for toasts and speeches, 

The health of the President of the United

States was firat proposed, and M A Mey- 
endorff was called upon to respond, which 
he did in a short and off hand little spesch 


that was received with cheers, 


Hon. W, A Clark, in reaponse to the 
toast, ‘The members of the Constitutional 


Convention,” expressed the thanks and ap 
preciation of the members of the Conven- 
tion for the courtesies extended to them on 
this occasion, and closed with a tribute to 
the energy and enterprise of the gentleman 
who had pushed this road forward and made 
this excursion possible, „ 


In response to the toast “The Pioneers of 


Montana,” Hon, Granville Stuart made a 
short but happy speech appropriate to the 
sentiment, 

Capt. Mills responded to “The Newapa- 
pers of Montana;” Judge Stephens to ‘Mu- 
sic,” Mr Mayhew to “The Bar,” Pember- 
ton to ‘The Men Under the Ifay;” (a Con- 
vention incident),

The meeting of the city council last night 
wag in the nature of a farewell reception to 
Mayor Kleinschmidt, who will leave in a 
few days for a long absence in the east, 

After the ordinary business of the evening 
was disposed of Alderman Curtis offered the 
following resolution which was unani- 
mously adopted: 

Wuenrras, Our esteemed fellow citizen, 
the Hon, T, H. Kleinschmidt, Mayor of 
the City of Helena, having officially noti- 
fled this council of his contemplated absence 
from the city for the benefit of health, and 
for a recreation which long and faithful at- 
tention to business justly demands, and 


Wherwxas, The contemplated trp will 
necessitate his absence from this council 
and the head of our city government; 
therefore, 

Ba it resolved, That ın the performance of 
the arduous duties devolving upon the head 
of the administration of our city govern 
ment, Mayor Kleinschmidt has ever shawn 
a disposition to subserve the best interests 
of all parts of this city, that there has been 
(largely owing to his efforts) an utter absence 
of anything tending to partisanship; that 
economy 10 all departments has been a first 
principle through his term of office, 

Resolved, That in severing our official con- 
nection with the honorable Mayor, though 
for a short period only, we individually and 
collectively express our regrets at the va- 
cancy that will occur to the city and ın this 
council, and reiterate our hearty approba- 
tion of all bye official acts 


Mayor Kleinschmidt, being called upon, 
responded in a short address to the council 
and the members of the police force, thank- 
ing the aldermen for their kindly expres 
sions, and all for the manner in which they 
had supported him in his administration of 
the affairs of the city 

He was followed by Alderman Morris 
(who during the absence of the Mayor is 
elected to preside at the meetings of the 


council) who announced his regret at the | 


parting, although it might be for only a 
short time, and paid a just tribute to the 
record for justness which Mayor Klem- 
schmidt had made during his term of office 

Aldermen Curtis, Cole, and in fact all 
the members present, spoke ım the same 
strain, all uniting 1n comphmenting the 
Mayor on his official acts, and in regretting 
his absence and hoping for his speedy and 
safe retuin

PHILADELPINIA, January 18 —The sud- 
den iliness of Lemuel Thomas, while he 
was blasphemously :mpersonating the Sa 
vior at a dinner party, big subsequent paral- 
yale of the heart and the finding of his body 
in his bedroom has given Jenkintown and 
vicinity a sensation ‘Thomas was a carpen- 
ter, oyer sixty years of age, who rarely at- 
tended church and who was noted in denk- 
intown for his disregard of religion.

“I’m afraid it's my last supper, after all,” 
the miserable man moaned Then clutch 
ing his chair and msing with difficulty he

Section 9 The rate of taxation of real 
property for State purposes, shall never ex- 
ceed three (3) mills on each dollar of valua 
tion, and whenever the taxable property in 
the State shall amount to one hundred mil- 
hon dollars ($100,000,000), the rate shall not 
exceed two (2) mills on each dollar of valia- 
tion, and whenever the taxable property in 
the State shall amount to three bundred

Sm —At the annual meeting of the mem- 
bers of the Western Associated Press re 
cently held at Detroit a resolution was unan- 
imously adopted to memorialize Congress 
setting forth the injustice of the present 
rate of newspapel postage, and especially 
the rate on transicnt papers’ 

In view of the present reduction of letter 
postage the law charges for the tranemisuion 
of a newspaper one cent for each two 
ounces of weight and one cent for any frac- 
hon over two ounces, thus a newspaper ei- 
ceeding two Ounces by the weight of the 
wrapper only, is consigned to the waste 
basket ın the postoffice unless the postage 
thercon equals two cents In the case of a 
letter, if the postage happens to be insuffi- 
cient, if 18 nailed and the deticlency 15 
collected hom receiver, and most prople 
suppose the same thiug done regarding 
newspapers, and why should It not be? 
A smalicr class af newspapers without sup 
plements come wiytbin the two ounce 
weight, Dut with them overrun it Nearly 
all newspapers of u quarto form and seven | 
columns or more to the page eéacecd two 
ounces in weight when in wrappers, and are 
subject to double postage, nearly nll daily 
papers issue supplements on Saturday or 
when advertising is brisk, and to publish 
the proceedings of conventions and impor 
tant publicdocuments In ali these cases 
the paper exceeds the two ounce limit and 
it subjects the sender to double the tran- 
sient rates, and these are the very copies 
which people are most ia the habit of mail 
tng to personal friends and pbusinces ac- 
quaintances As a general thing they never 
reach their destination, the postage being 
insuficieht and the papers confiscated ‘The 
public ordinarily put only one stamp on a 
newspaper, as sufficient, but if the issue 
consists of double sheet and has two cent 
stamp attached, it 1s still insuflicient, and 
paper and stamp are consigned to the waste 
box, Millions of copies are tbus lost through 
the operations of an illiberal law harshly 
executed, Moat persons, when traveling or 
absent from home, mal popes to thelr 
friends, which are commonly confiscated b 
the post-office by reason of slightly exceed- 
ing proportion and weight to postage, Ad» 
vertisers sro iu the habit of buying extra 
copies of newspapers to mail to customers, 
but double postal charge for fractional over- 
weight reduces the number of euch copies, 
and this injures the publisher as well as the 
advertiser Postage on transient newspapers 
weighing the amiallest fraction over two 
ouucts 18 mo16 than s majority of publishers 
recqive for printed sheets, and is 
felt to be extortionate charges and a 
personal grievance. When paper is 
not forwarded tọ its deatination 
by reason of error in judgment 1u not at- 
taching enough postage, but is confiscated 
without notice to the sender. Few persons 
cau tell by the hefting of papers just how 
much postage they require, and not maúy 
own pnatoftico seales. ‘The Western Asso- 
ciated Presa Association sre unanimous 
of the opinion ree peng should be amend- 
ed as to make tire on transient one cent 
for four ounces er fractional part thereof, 
which would cover nearly all newspaper is 
sues including supplements, and put a atop 
to the loss of millions of copica now mailed 
which are not forwarded by the postoftice 
department, but seized and sold as waste 
paper, to the serious damage snd annoyance 
of the people In his last annual report the 
Postmaster Genoral, speaking on this sub 
ject, Bays postage on third class matter, em- 
bracing newspapers, is one ‘cent 
for two ounces while some of the 
large papers yen more than one ounce 
There seems to be a popular impression 
that one cant per copy ta the uniform rate 
for all newspapers.

General File No, 20, relative to preamble 
and bill of rights, was reported back to the 
Convention from Committes of the Whole, 
and adopted as amended, 

On motion of Mills section 4, of filo 21, 
was adopted by inserting a provision pro- 
hibiting bigamous ot polygamous marnages 
under the cloak of *‘free exercise of relig- 
1ous belief and practice,” 

The whole file as amended was then 
adopted, and referred to the Committee on 
Engrossments 

File No, 20 was reported back to the con- 
stitution as amended, 

Burleigh introduced on amendment to 
section 4, of this file, exempting from taxa- 
tion cemeteries, institutions, ete,, mines and 
mining claims, and taxing only machinery 
and surface improvements, and the net pro- 
ceeds of the mines, The amendment con- 
templates Hmiting this exemption to ten 
years, 

In supporting his amendment Burleigh 
said he believed that mining came within 
the pale of legitimate business, and did not 
stand on a different footing than other 
business enterprises, and hence should, 
at least after ten years exemp- 
tion, be left to the mercy of the 
Legislature after that time Ie finther 
said that ıt was net easy to make amend- 
mente to a constitution when once adopted, 
especially where a largo moneyed interest 
would Le brought to bear, and he did not 
believe the mines would, if the matter were 
left as now in the Constitution, pay much 
tax, as the mine owners had itin their pow- 
er to use up all proceeds, by dividing them 
among themselves ns salary He objected to 
class legislation, and thought the objection 
some members raised as to the impossibility 
of ascertaining the value ofa mine, might 
be met in the next ten years, by devising a 
method by wh ch these values can be ascer 
tuned 

Dixon said he did not purpose going 
again into the merits of the question, as the 
whole ground was fully covered by the 
arguments of the day before, but said that 
nothing was accomplished by the amend- 
ment, and that afte. the lapse of ten years 
fiothiog whatever could be exempt from 
taxation without an amendment to the con- 
stitution 
Waterbury opposed the amendment on 
the ground that the Legislatures of Idaho 
and Montana, after full deliberation, have 
decided to tax the net proceeds of mines, 
and he beheved it was the only way piac- 
ticable 
The vote on the amendment was then ta 
hen, resuling in ten ayes and fourteen 
noes

, Section 9 provides that when the constitu 
tion goes into effect, the books, records, 
papers,and proceedings of the Probate court

“Bection 10 The terms “probate court”

Section 11 provides that no ofticor of any 
kind, whether Territorial, county, or pre-

They inst that the pataonage of the Ad- 
ministration in this 1egaid should be be 
stowed upon repident citizens rather than 
upon strangers unidentified with their inter- 
ests and unacquainted with their wants, 
that it properly attaches to those who have 
borne the brunt of preneer hfe, who have 
largely developed the resources and changed 
tho face of the original wilderness in which 
they pitched their tents, and who through 
trying viclasitudes and hardships without 
number, have converted our Territorial do 
mains inte prosperous communities, ready 
to be clothed with the bigh qualifications of 
Statehood 

There 13 much force in the aigument 
The peculiar relations which the Territories 
bear to the general government certamly 
furnish no reason why their oficial positions 
should be farmed vut among political ad- 
venlurers, 883 rewards for past services or 
atepping stones to further preferment, over 
morh responsible and deserving men 

lf ever there was a case where the rule of 
t To the victors belong the spoils’ might 
wellapply, at least ina figurative sense, it 
ighere To the bona fide settlers, to the o1- 
ganizers and builders up of the Territorles— 
to the sturdy victors over innumeiable ob

Its by no means strange that the citizens 
of the Territories should be averse to the 
contrary policy which has so long prevailed. 
The citizens of the District of Columbia, 
though ın a less degrec, have now and then 
experienced the same feeling and can under- 
stand to some extent the impatience of then 
Territorial brethren upon the frontier, un 
der a system which fills their offices with 
alen importations and sometimes to their 
seriuus disadvantage 

In this connection the nomination of a 
Surveyor General for the Territory of New 
Mexico, which 1s soon to be made, acquires 
peculiar mterest because of the uncertainty 
that exists with regard to the Premdont’s 
senuuments on the subject 

The principal candidates for the position 
areg citizen of Pennsylvania, for whom it 18 
underatood Senator Cameron desires to pro 
vide; a citizen of Colorado, who has strong 
support in the Congressional delegation of 
that State; a citizen of Nebrasha, who now 
holds the place and wants a reappomtment, 
and a citizen of the Territory itself, who, 
without any particular influence to back 
him, 1s said to bea man of great energy, 
public spirit and ecceptability to the people.

J. G, Pickering Expresses his Views as 
to the Value of Thilgation, tho 
Richness of our Sofia, and 
Other Kindred Matters, 


White sulphur Springs Husbandman. 

In search of news last week our reporter 
met Mr. J. G Pickering and solicited an in- 
tavew with him He was busy attending 
to matters connected with his saw mill and 
lumber business, and besides this was disin- 
clined to be interviewed. But, after our re- 
porter had assured him that his success as a 
farmer was generally known throughout 
the country, and that the Zlushandman's 
renders would be interested in what he 
might have to say, he finally consented ond 
our reporter proceeded as follows 

Reporter.—Writers in some of our ex 
changes are inclined to cast slurs at Montana 
asafaming countiy They do not under- 
stand irmgation, and since wo now have 
eailroads they scem to think we cannot raise 
grain to compete with the countries east and 
avest. What lave you to say on this subject? 

Mr Pickering.—I have no desire to go 
anto public print as un adviser or educator, 
but will atate that irrigation is not in any 
way detrimental Yo farming’ EN We produce 
80 much more to tho acre than: is raised in 
couutricy where they depend on the seasons 
that we can well afford to pay the cost of 
irrigating, With the same number of 
davorers we can produce fully u third more 
bushels, aud besides, we who irrigate for 
‘our crops have no failures. We are not 
subjected to the long dry spelis and scorch 
ing drouths that often cause severe losses to 
farmerd in tha Eastern and Middle States 
We have only to prepare the land and prop- 
orly sow the seeds, and as sure ss wo do,and 
a supply of water Is turned on, 90 certain 15 
the arop

r, P, Our soil is as good, if nut better 
re ae of Wisconsin, Ilinois, or other 
Middle States. It produces larger yields 
with Jess cultivation, but cultivation in 
creases the yield After one year’s rest our 
soil will grow as good crops as new land, A 
field in which I have been raising two 
rowed barley the past tour seasons, pro 
duced last year a larger yield than ever be- 
fore, My experience is that lund properly 
cultivated and irrigated improves instead of 
diminishing. 

R—The “siuation” 1s another ampoilant 
topic May Ihave an eapression from you 
on the subject? 

Mr P —The situation! Well, just now 
it 1s not as good as we would like to see it 
It reminds me of the grasshopper times a 
few years ago and the drouth following, e> 
cept that itis not ag bad, for then there 
were no quarts mills in operation, the placer 
mines were well nigh worked out and peo- 
ple were leaving the Territory Now the 
quarl/ mining interests are pushing up in 
every quarter, and emigrants are coming m 
The live stock and wool plowmg interests 
arean n thriving condition, and the future 
of the country’s development 18 most pom 
isitg The dull markets are the effects of 
the :uilroad, and just how long ıt will last 
itis hard to say However, I think that 
With industries thriving, we at least have 
grounds for the hope that the dull season 18 
only temporary Atthis time more than 
half of ray last cropis unsold, and I am 
bound to hold ıt for want of a market 
Many farmers are m the same condition 
But Tdaok if we can duft over nil spring, 
a more active scason, om produce will find 
a maiket and all will be well In the fu- 
ture we farmers must economize, Wemust 
get elong with fewer laborers, and will be 
compelled to secure labor at prices corres- 
ponding nemer to the wages of the States, 
whose producis mic now competing with 
ours inthe markets By doing this we can 
raise grain and sell it at a fair profit.

a 


Whoarsday, February 7-Consldoration 
of the General Files Completed 
~Adjournment Near 
at Hand. 


MORNING BI'8SION, 

The Convention met at 10a m, 

Toole, ‘from the pier» a having Mulls’ 
resolution under condideration, offered a 
report recommending that the Secretary of 
the Territory be instructed to secure the 
‘necessary postage for the distribution of the 
pamphlets containing the address The re 
port was adopted 

General File No 22, on ordinances, was 
then taken up in Committee of the Whole. 

After some discuesion the file was referred 
back to the Cofnmittee on Ordinances for 
amendment, and the Convention took a re 
cess until 2 p. m. * 


AFTERNOON SESSION 


Gcneral Piles Nos 14 and 19 were re- 
ported by Carroll as correctly engrossed, and 
referred by the convention to the Committee 
on Revision 

The conveution then went into Committee 
of the Whole to further consider the file on 
ordinances, and to hear the report of the 
committee entrifated with amending it 

After some discussion the fle was adopt- 
ed after being amended, and 13 substantially 
as follows 


Be tt ordained by the Convention assem 
bled to form a constitution fo: toe Btate of 
Montfaan, in behalf of and by the authority 
of the people of the Territory of Montana 

First—That an election shall be held 
throughout the Territory of Montan on the 
day of the general clection m November, 
A D 1884, for the ratification or rejection 
of the constitulion framed and adopted by 
this convention 

Second—At said election the constitution 
framed and adopted by this convention shall 
be submitted to the people of the Territory 
for ihar ratification or rejection, and all 
persons who are then qualified electors un 
der the laws of this Territory shall be quali 
fied to vote upon the ratification or 1 ejection 
thereof 

Third—Suznd election shall be held at the 
several places in the several wards and pre 
cincla throughout the Territory, appointed 
for the holding of elections under the laws 
of this Territory, and shall be conducted in 
the manner prescribed by the laws of this 
Territory regulating elections The judges 
of such general elections, in each of said 
wards and precincts, shall act as judges of 
sud election, 

Fourth--Each el-ctor voling at said elec- 
hon for a Delegate in Congress and other 
Territorial, distuct, county and precinct 
officers, shall have written or printed upon 
the ticket he may deposit ın the ballot 
box, the words “For the Constitution,” or 
“Against the Constitution,” or other equiv- 
alent words 

Fifth—The votes cast at smd election, for 
adoption or rejection of the constitution 
shall be canvassed at the ume and in the 
manner prescribed by the Jaws of the Terr) 
tory of Montana, for canvassing the votes 
for the officers voted for at such elechon, 
and the returns of said election shall be 
made to the Secretary of the Territory, and 
thirty days after the clection, the Governor, 
the Secretary, Auditor, and Attorney Gene- 
ral of the Territory, and the President of 
thia convention, or 2 majority of them, shall 
constitute a board of canvgssers, who shall 
meet ut the office of the Secretary of the 
Territory, on the thirteenth day after the 
election, and canvass the votes so cast, and 
declare the result 

Sixth—If when all the vot@for or against 
the adoption of this constitution have been 
canvassed im manner aforesaid ıt shall ap- 
pear that the constitution has been adopted 
by a majority of atl the votes cast, such con- 
stitution shall then be submitted to the Con- 
greas of the United States, together with the 
follow ug memorial 
To the Honorable, the Present of the Unrated 

Slates and the Speaker of the Horse of Rep-

The people of Montana Territory through 
therr representatives mm convention assem 
bled, respectfully represent: ' 

That since the organization ot the Terri- 
tory of Montana we have cheerfully yielded 
obedience to the laws of the United States, 
and recognized the right of Congress to

That we now disclaim any purpose of dis- 
loyal action, but renewing our fealty to the 
Constitution of the United States and recall 
ing to mind the right ot the people to peace 
fully assemble and by petition 1epresent 
their grievances to Congress, do further rep 
resent 

That tle policy which has so long pre 
valed of sending strangers to rule over us 
and fill our offices has become distasteful to 
us and is wholly unsuited to our present 
condition, and the growing importance of 
the diversified mterests of our countiy, that 
within the past few years our population 
and resources have been largely augmented, 
whereby the proper admunistrahon of our 
laws demands a more perfect and compre- 
hensive system of government than can ever 
bp attained under our Territorial organiza- 
10D. 

That in order to enlarge our Hberties, 
secure a closer connection with the Ameri- 
can Union, and for the establishment and 
maintenance of a better government, your 
memotialists (with the eonsent of the Legis- 
lative Assembly) have met in convention 
and framed a constitution, republican an 
form, for the State of Montana, and here- 
with present a certified copy thereof for your 
approval; and if upon consideration of the 
same you find if unobjectionable in sub 
stance and form, your memorislists pray 
that the Territory of Montana be speedily 
admitted into the ynion of the United States 

ereunder, and your memorshists will ever 
pray. 

And be u further ordained :— 


First--That perfect toleration of religious 
sentiment shall be secured and no anbabitant 
of said State shall ever be molested ın per- 
son or property on account 8f his mode of 
religious worship 


Second—That the people inhabiting the 
Teéfritory of Montana; by thew representa. 
tives in said convention assembled, do agree 
and declare that they forever disclaim all 
rightsand title to the unappropriated public 
lands lying within eaid Territory, and that 
the same shall be at the sole and entire digs 
posal of the United States; that the lands 
belonging to the citizens of the United 
States without said State shall never be 
taxed higher than the lands belonging to 
the residents thereof; and that nò taxes 
be imposed by the State on lands or prop: 
erty therein belonging to, or which may 
aee be purchased by, the United 

tates, fe 

Third—That this ordinance shall be irre 
vocable, without the consent of the United 


Statea, and the people of the State of Mon- 
t 


ana, 

Fourth—That in behalf of the people of 
Montana, we, in convention assembled, do 
adopt the Constitution of the United States, 


The convention then took a recess until 7 
p. m.

CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION, 


Temperance Clause Potitioned Fors- 


Soyeral Files Put to a Final 
Reading and Passed.

MORNING SESSION. i 

The Convention was called to order at 10 
a m, 

The Woman's Christian Temperance 
Union, trough a member of the conven- 
tion, presented a petition asking that a pro- 
hibition clause be placed in the constitution. 
Referred to a special committee of three, 
consisting of Fergus, Hedges, and Proctor. 

The Committee on Reyision made a report 
on the General File: submitted to thom Re- 
port adopted, 

The Convention, on motion of MecCor- 
muck, took up the General Filesin the order 
reported by the Committee on Revision 

Article 1, Preamble and Bill of Rights, 
was put onite final passage, McClintock, 
Fergus, and Callaway voting no, as they 
were opposed to a portion of one of the sec- 
tions, The section reads as follows 


It ig the duty of the people, therefore, in 
framing a constitution of government, to 
provide for an equitable mode of making 
laws, as well as for an impartial interpreta- 
uon and à faithful execution of them, that 
every man may at all times find his safety 
in them We, therefore, the people of 
Montane, acknowledging with grateful 
hearts the goodness of the Great Legislator 
of the Universe, in affording us, in the 
course of His Providence, an opportunity, 
deliberately and peaceably, without fraud, 
violence, or intmidation, of entering into 
an original, explicit and solemn compact 
with cach other, and of forming a constitu- 
tion of civil government for ourselves and 
our posterity, and devoutly imploring His 
direction in so grand and interesting a de-

The people of Montana, acknowledging 
with grateful hearts the goodness of the 
Great Legislator of the Universe in affording 
us, m the course of His Providence, an 
opportunity deliberately and peaceably, 
without fraud, violence, or miumdation, of 
entering mto an original, explicit, and sol- 
emn compact with each other, and of form- 
ıng a constitution of civil government for 
ourselves and our posterity, and devoutly 
umplormg His dueetion in so grand and 
interebting a design 

The motion to amend was lost, the vote 
standing 33 ayes, and 3 noes 


Articles 2, on Boundaries, and 3, on Dis 
tribution cf Powers, were unanimously 
adopted 

Article 4, on Legislative Depaitment, was 
adopted as reported with ail the amend- 
ments made by the revision committee 

The convention then took a recess until 
ipm 

AFTERNOON SESSION 


The convention resumed at 1p m. 

Eaton in behalf of the citizens of Boze- 
man presented a petition asking that all 
property, eacept public property belonging 
to the United States, to the State of Mon- 
tana, and to the counties, be exempt from 
taxation, 

Article 5 on the Executive Department 
was passed and referred to the Committee on 
Enrollment, 

Articles 6 and 7 were adopted and ordered 
enrolled, Article 6 refers to the Judiciary 
Department, and 7 treats of suffrage and 
elections 

Articles $, 9, 10, and 11 were adopted and 
ordered enrolled as reported by the Revision 
Committee 

‘These subjects are respectively as follows. 
“State Institutions,” “Education,” ‘Indus- 
trial Resources,” and ‘ Military Depart- 
ment,” 

Article 12, on Revenue and Taxation, 
brought on quite an animated skirmish 

Vivion moved that section 41, which ex- 
emptcd from taxation growing crops, live 
stock, etc , be recommutted., Lost. 

Several other attempts were made to re- 
commit, but the article as amended by the 
Revision Committee was finally passed aod 
referred to the proper committee, 

Articles 18 and 14 were disposed of in the 
game manner asthe last These refer, re- 
spectively, to “Indebtedness” and ‘Municl- 
pal Corporations and Officers,” 

The convention then adjourned until 10 
a. m. Saturday

He Roltorates His Determination to Not 
Go Upon the Reservation. 


ne 


A Washington dispatch to the Pioneer 
Press says the sub committee on the griey- 
ances of the Indians in Montana Territory 
have made their report to the full committee, 
known as the Dawes Indian Committee. 
The subcommittee report that the Flat 
head Indian reservation contains 1,400,000 
acres of land, nearly all of good quality and 
much of it very fine The Indians now 
upon the reservation number 1,400, the Pen 
d'Oreilles and Flatheads each outnumbermg 
the Kootenais, They are making rapid ad- 
vances in agricultural and mechanical pur- 
suits and the education of ther children; 
and, altogether, are in better condition than 
any tribe vistted, 

At the council Michelle, who had been se 
lected to represent the three tribes, said em 
phatically that they wished therr reservation 
to remain ag 1t 18, and that they desired to 
hold their lands in common and not in sever 

tty g 
j The committee found that much appre 
hension existed amongst them in regard to 
the paymeut of $15,000 due them for the 
night of way for the Northern Pacific rail 
road, which passes through their reserva- 
tion 

When asked if they wished the Flatheads, 
who adhered to the fortunes of their head 
cluef Charlos and remained in the Bitter 
Root Valley, to come to their valley, Mach- 
elle replied yes, that they were then broth- 
ers, and that they would be glad to have 
them come. An earnest appeal was made 
by the chicfs for such measures as would 
prevent the introduction of whisky and 
playing cards on the reservation, 

It"will be remembered that Charlos was 
asked by the Dawes commission to go to the 
Jocho reservation, which he peremptorily 
refused to do A few weeks ago he anda 
delegation of lua tribe went to Washington 
to havea talk with the Great Father The 
result 1s declared 10 the following dispatch 

Chief Charlos and his delegation of Flat- 
head Indians had a conference with the 
Secretary of the Interlor today, upon the 
proposition to iemove the Flatheads now in 
the Bitter Root valley to the Jocko reserva- 
tion, Montana Senator Vest and Delegate 
Maginnis were at the conference The 
Secretary sought to convince Charlos that 
the proposed change 1s for the best interests 
of the Indians, as they were at present 
brought into contact with » hite settlers and 
suffered thereby, Ie told Charlos that the 
lands in the Jocko reservation, intended for 
the use of the tribe, would be sold unless oc 
cupied, andthe Indians would find thein- 
selves homeless Senator Vest also en- 
deayored to induce Charlos to accept the 
proposition A house on the reservation 
and an annuity of $500 was promised, and 
other tempting offers made him, but the old 
chief maintamed a stubborn silence, and 
when the Secretary offered him a paper to 
sign he refused 1t with an angry gesture, 
He was advised to think over the matter and 
call again at the department 


The Baptist Church of Helena. 

The annual business meeting of the Bap- 
tist church of Helena was held on the 4th 
mst The new church edifice 1s now com- 
pleted and only waits for the carpets and 
pews before occupancy. The valuation of 
the entire property, including land, meeting 
house, parsonage, stables, and carriage 
house, 13 $20,000 It is the purpose of the 
church to effect a loan of $5,000 to settle all 
outstanding bills 

The temporal and syiritual condition of 
tbe church 13 very encouraging Some 
twelve or more are soon to unite with it by

Theromanttè career of General Sam Hous- 
ton js agun digeussed m the Mayazine of 
„lmuuun Joay 1kg n remarkable story, 
Jn April, 1829, kamuel Houston, then thirty 
sis years of age, In the full usl of personal 
popularity and political success, surprised 
the people of the United States by resigning 
the oflice of Governor ot Tennessee, which 
he had held for two years, by a letter of 
dignified statcliness, assigning as a reason 
an exigency m his personal affals, which 
he did not dcsernbe What was the cause 
of this abandonment of n successful and 
promising career hos never been dehnitely 
discovered, Houston never revealed 2t, 
so fm as 18 known, even to big most im 
timate friends, and conjecture waa lett to 
invent variong sensational and romantic 
storica He had been married three months 
previonsiy, and the most current romance 
was that his wife had confessed, m a mo- 
ment of despaw or irmtation, that she had 
never loved him and that her affections were 
still engrossed by anather, Such a blow 
might have been suficient to have unhinged 
an ardent and passionate nature like that of 
Houston, never remarkable for self control- 
and itis also not impossible, although ıt 
might be considered more extraordinary, 
that a longing for the savage life, such as 
he had experienced during his youth, had 
become arresistible, and that no price waa 
too heavy to pay for its indulgence

ABANDONMENT OF FORTUNE 
And honor from the motive, but there have 
been many, even to this day, in which per- 
gons of station and intelhgence have aban 
doned all the hopes of a successful caicer 
and the charms of civilized society from an 
arresistible ampulse to live with the children 
of nature end indulge tbeir primitive in- 
structs Mouston had shown a strong bent

Tn the charge upon the Jast fastncas of the 
dlefense at the battle or the Horse Shoe At 
any rate, Whatever the cause of the aban 
donmeut of his career, at was with Ms old 
fread and rompanions that he sought ref- 
nge and seclusion 

ITiving settled up bis affairs in Tennessee, 
he descended the river to Cairo, then a smal! 
trading post, where he mitted up a small flat 
boat with whisky and Indian goods’ and 
floatcd down the Mississippi to the mouth 
of the Arkansas After along and lebo 
rious voyage up the river he finully reached 
the mouth of the Bayou Unt, a small 
stream flowing nto ji nbout thirty mies 
below Fort Gilson Iere vas situited the 
original town und couneil house of the tribe, 
and here was the home of ma friend, the 
principal chief, hnown by the Enghsh name 
Jobo Jolly 

He took up ins abode with dhe chief, put- 
on the Indian dre» and adopted all their 
habits vod mannus Living witness 
among the Cherohees lave seen the old 
chief and Houston seated on the earthen 
Hoor of the cabin, by the wooden trough of 
ha hau ha na, hominy cooked to the con 
sistency of piste, which clivny s stood in the 


cae and feeding cach otlier im the abor- 
iginal fashion of triendliness with the com 


mon spoon, and, though assuming too 
much dignity for the Va plays sad sports, 
‘he took partin allthe occupations of kunt- 
mg ead slung, and was, to 
AII INSDNTS AND PURPOSLS, 
«a Cherokee brave Howton had mote thin 
one natal charvlenstie of the Indian be 
alex hig foudne.s for wiid hfe and particu- 
larly sharvcd ther fondness for barhane dis- 
play and theatrical cftect Ife may heve 
Deen as catcless and slattcroly as they when 
lounging about the cabia or on ordinary oc- 
castone, but at the council or any gathering 
ot the tribe he arrayed hume! an alt the 
picturesque habit ot the Indian brave. The 
Cherokees did not puiut themselves, lke 
their neighbors the Osiges, and the other 
plains Indiang, but maintained at this period 
their barbarie dress of buckskin bunting 
shirt, leggings and moccassona, nndadorncd 
thew locks with the feathers of die eagle and 
the wild turkey, On occasions of state 
Houston arrayed himeelf with the best, He 
has been described as wearing, 10 full dress, 
a white hunting shirt, Umiliantly em 
vroidered, yellow Icgeings and moceasing 
elaborately worked with beads, and a circlet 
of turkey feathers for his head. He let lus 
bair grow and braided it in a long queue, 
and wore his beard upon his chin in n 
“goatee” shaving the rest of his face The 
Indians are very quek to ndicule any tricks 
of ways and madue, and Houston's 
MILALRICAL DIGNITY AND SPLENDOR 


Did not escape their satue. On one occa- 
gion, at a council meeting, they arrayed a 
negro in a caricature of his attire and sta 
tioned him behind his seat, where he ime 
tated his poso and manner, to the great glee 
of the assembly Houston bore the pre 
serco of bis imitator with a shrewd indif- 
ference, and the joke was not repeated. 
Tfouston remained an inmate of the cabin 
of his friend, John Jolly, for more than a 
ear, and was regarded as his adopted son, 
t was here that he fell in love witha Chero 
Kee woman named Tyenin Rogers She 
was a half-breed of great peisonal beauty, 
and ns tall and stately for her sex ns Hous 
ton himsclf With her he took up as his 
wife, and removed to the west of the Grand 
river, opposite Fort Gibson, where he made 
a clearing, which still remaing, and erected 
a log cabin which was burned during the 
war. He maintained himself by keeping a 
small ene store, and 4s usual, 
the Indian fashion. b a 
little slatternly and careless stock raising. 
He was not more ambitious or industrious 
than his Indian associates, and at this period 
his babita reached their lowest point of self- 
indulgence It was not to be supposed that 
his better instincts and capabilities could al

That he sincerely ioved hig Indian wife ts 
made evident by the fact that when he had 
established himself and won fame and hone 
or in Texas, he sent for her to join him, but 
she refused to leave her people and familiar 
hfe, and died after a few years in the home 
he had made He left 


NO INDIAN CHILDREN, 


But the family of his wife was a large and 
notable one, and his nephews and nieces are 
numcrous in the tribe,gome of them being 
distinguished for their influence and intelli 
gence” To his credit, Houston never forgot 
his friendship with the Cherokees or endeav, 
ored to ignore his hfe among them After 
his election to the United States Senate he 
was fervent in advocating then interests 
and In defending them from injustice, Not 
only as the special champion of this tribe, 
but 10 an intelligent understanding of the 
Indian question, and the wisdom, as well as 
the justice of honesty aud consideration, he 
was far beyonu the majority of the public 
men of his time, and puticularly the spit 
of horde: gieed and prejudice, which 18 by 
no means yet extinct Like some of the 
army officers who had shared their tems 
and learned to admire their bravery and

defend the Constitution of the Umited States 
and of the State of Montana and that I will 
faithfully discharge the dutes of the office 
of according to law and the best of 
my abilities Sohelp me God” And no 
other oath, deluration 0: test shall be re 
quired as a qualification for any office or 
public trust 


On motion 1t was recommutted with im 
structions to strike out the words ‘So help 
me God ” 

The committee later on reported it had 
earned out the :structions of the constitu- 
tion, aud the entire article No 16 was then 
adopted 

‘This completed the adoption of all the 
general files 

Hunt moved to appoint a committee to 10- 
quic into the matter of the stenographic re. 
port Carried Greene, Lunt and Water- 
bury were appointed such committee 

Fergus, chatrman of the committee to 
which the petition of the Woman’s Chis- 
tian ‘Temperance Union was referred, re 
ported that, although the committee was in 
full sympathy with the general mtent of the 
petition, it was impracticable, owing to the 
lateness of the ume at which the petition 
was presented, to take any action on it 
The committee regretted 1t, but they were 
compelled to report the petition back to the 
committee of the whole people, with the 
request that they deal with it as they sce 
beat 

The report of the committee was adopted 

Power, chairman of the committee ap- 
peiuted to select seven additional members 
to the committee for presenting Montana's 
claima for statehood before the Congress of 
the United States, reported the following 
gentlemen’ P W McAaow, of Billings, 
and E W = Toole, of, Helena, not members 
of the conyention; and the following mem 
bers of the convention Callaway, Me 
Cormick, Mills, Browne and Hunt 

Callaway smd that he wanted to see the 
member of the Legislature who introduced 
the resolution calling the convention, and 
worked for 1t, honored with 1 place on the 
committee Ile therefore withdrew his 
name and asked that that of Robert O, 
Hickman be inserted instead, The report 
was thus amended and adopted 

McCormick offered a resolution extending 
the thanks of the convention to Capt. Sills 
and Secretary Tooker for the prompt man- 
net in which they had secured the necessary 
printing for the convention, Adopted 

The convention then took a recess until 7 
pm, 


EVENING SESSION, 


Waterbury offered a resolution to the ef- 
fect that those members who were electcdto 
the Constitutional Convention, but were A 
vented from attending on account of busi 
ness, be allowed to sign the Constitution, by 
presenting their credentials to the Secretary 
of the Territory He made a warm 
specch ın favor of his resolution, but it wis 
not adopted 

Greene offered a resolution thanking the 
Secretary, Assistant Secretary, and other 
attaches of the Convention for the faithful 
manner in which they performed their re 
spective dutics Adopted 

Pemberton offered a resolution to the ef 
fect that thosd members who were present 
at the sessions of the convention, but who 
ate now gbaent, be alowed thirty days to 
come to Helena and sign the constitution, 
This was adopted after being amended go 
that the absent members haye an oppor- 
tunity to sign the document provided they 
apply to the Scoretary of the Territory be- 
fore itis printed Junt asked leave to 
present the copy of the conshtution to be 
signed by the members. 

Proctor moved to put the constitution on 
its final passage, Carried, with but one 
negative vote out of the thirty-one present 

Jiunt moved that after the constitution is 
duly signed it be presented in open conven- 


tion to the Secretary of the Territory, for 
safe keeping. Carried, 

Collins offered a resolution to the effect 
that members who had authorized other 
members to sign the constitution for thom 
be permitted to sign through such proxies. 
Adopted. 

The President, W, A Clark, then put his 
aignature to the watrument, after which the 
following members signed in the order ther 
names appear: Burleigh, Brown, Collins, 
Carroll, Callaway, Catlin, Cooper, Dixon 
Daly, Douglas, Eaton, Eddy, Ferris, Fer- 
gus, Greene, Ilunt, Hedges, Hundley, How- 
ell, Langhorne, Medhurst, McCoimick, Me- 
Clintock, McSorley, Memiman, Malls, Nap 
ton, Pease, Pemberton, Proctor, Power, 
Savage, Steell, Stephenson, Toole, Vivion, 
Van Gasken, Waterbury.

ous State [Great applause |

Jabors have now drawn toa close, and the 
trust committed to our hands has been exe- 
culed, The organic law framed by this 
convention will, I believe, in its essential 
features, stand as the basig of government 
In Montana for tus and all the untold gen 
erations that are to follow, 

It is a conservative, yet liberal and com- 
prehensive instrument 

Tn due time at will be submitted for ap 
provalto an intelligent and scrutinizing peo 


ple I beheye it will be acceptable 
alike to them and the gavernment, 
and that at no distant day the 


appeal of the people of this Territory for

From reliable parties just returned from 
Portland, we understand that among the 
leading merchants of that city there 13 a 
great disgust for Montana They concede 
that the trade of this Territory must go to 
the East, and no longer expect any portion of 
it unless it bein the way of woolen goods, 
teas, fruits, ete In such articles as these they 
may compcte with San Francisco, but the 
factis that at Icast ninety per cent. of the 
supplies consumed in Montana come fiom 
the east, Our groceries, hardware, dry 
goods, clothing, in fact all our leading sta 
ples come from the east, as they do also m 
Portland Helena being nearer the eastern 
depots of supply, obtains such staples at a 
leas rate than Portland, and well informed 
parties inform us that Helena prices ure 
from five to ten per cent less than those of 
Portland for ail such articles Yet Port 
land 1s undoubtedly a great commercial 
pomt, and is rapidly developing into a 
great city Its merchants are generally mon 
of large capital, and they’ supply, to a grest 
extent, the retail merchants of Oregon, 
Washington and Idaho, They are able to 
carry these smallér merchants for any time 
required, and often da carry them for from 


eighteen months to two years, and 
m this way retain their trade But 
there 18 no reason that Helena mer 


chants should not cempete successfully 
with Portland for the trade of Idaho, and 
particularly for that of the Cmur d Alene 
mining regions Belknap, the nearest rail 
road depot to these mnes, is only 233 miles 
from Helena, and js 525 mules from Port 
land ‘This, with the fact of Helena staples 
being cheapcr, Ought to give this city the 
bulk of the Cœur d'Alene trade Ag there 
will be an immense rush to these mmes in 
the emly spring, om leading merchants 
would do well to look after then interests 
in that section,
